Scott, Sally Harcourt, Brace 
CHICA $2.25 


Going up a notch in age level from her other stories- Bobby and His Band, Tippy 
etc., Sally Scott has gone West as well, for a brisk tale of a boy and a horse and the 
friendship they finally form. Nine year old Billy has mixed feelings when his father- 
who runs a supply depot- brings Chica home. Though she is expertly trained as a cow pony, 
she is underfed, maliciously coy and loves to get the other horses into mischief. But 
Billy persists in winning her affections and Chica's strong points are all channelled in 
the right direction - in time to help avert a forest fire. A good narrative buttresses 
home-brewed excitement and Joe Krush's drawings have a wiry vitality.

Dirt is done, but the goods are gotten 
too. To Freddy, the Martians begin to look increasingly familiar until he discovers 
they are rats in disguise and the case is split wide open when real Martians appear 
on the scene to help save the day. With the wit rolling off the pages, Mr. Brooks is 
still having fun spoofing people, situations and other spoofers.

A large vicar's family in southeast London provide the feet for these "shoes"

story with plenty of family gaiety and personal problems- the kind where fairness and 
self-fulfillment win out against various odds- from growing pains to economic insta- 
bility- as Angus 8, Ginnie 10, Jane 12, and Paul 14, and their mother and father wrest 
happiness from their environment. The Rev. Mr. Bell has been semi-ostracized from his 
Scotch family for having gone into the ministry in the first place. Jane and Angus 
both want to study ballet at Sadler’s Wells, but when rich relatives give Angus the 
chance- because he is a boy- young Ginnie's strong denunciation to Uncle Alfred's face 
is cold if humorous comfort for Jane. Paul considers foregoing medical school to help 
Jane- until she wins a scholarship; Ginnie gets straightened out over school troubles 
and sees her uncle's pride take a fall, and Angus dances merrily on until a present 
comes from Grandfather that they can really use.

The Fire Patrol, Brother Scouts, The Fur grigade etc. have all been stories set 
in the Pacific northwest at various periods of its history, and this is another- during 
the Klondike gold rush days,for a mining adventure that alternates between Spokane and 
Kootenay. Two brothers, Orville and Mark Hilyard, set out from their Dakota home- Orville 
first, without saying where he has gone. Weeks later, Mark gets a job with a shady broker, 
Sleeth, to go to Spokane where Sleeth sloughs off some worthless shares as a salary.

* Once again Mary Stolz gives an authentic picture of a small town girl and the 
life she feels she must escape in an unflagging search for the values of human understand- 
ing. Dody Jenks of Plattstown, smart, trim, vivacious, is the kind of girl who can be 
voted High School Snow Queen, and yet forego dates for study, and accepted mannerisms for & 
honest relationships with people. She clashes with her family, because, though poor, they 
are social climbers. She takes a baby-sitting job, only to have the young parents come 
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home drunk and quarreling over her pay. She fights with a boor of a brother who has 
moved his family into an already crowded household. Then while acting as governess 

in a rich Oyster Bay family, she meets a Jewish boy, Simon Roth, who has come to terms 
with life, asking only what the present offers, and giving of himself in richness of 
understanding. Their love declared, Simon is killed and Dody has to go on alone with 
the spiritual values he has given her as her key to self-fulfillment. Thoroughly 
adult and constructive, this sort of book can take root in young people's conscious- 
ness and achieve a measure of good.

Karen has been emotionally shattered by her parents' divorce. It takes some doing- a 
sailboat race, a rival's ousting, serious talk etc.- before Phil earns both money and 
his father's consent and Karen gains balance for a life of her own. Worthwhile.

THE RAINS WILL COME $2.50 


In a story of the Hopi Indians 70 years ago, the author returns to the South- 
west region of some of her other books (see The Silver Fleece- 1950 and The House 
Under the Hill- 1949). Tragedy faces a Hopi settlement in the form of drought and 
sickness when Lohmay the chief's nephew commits what may be sacrilege by showing a 
white man their tribal ways. Then he thinks a spell is cast on his baby brother's life, 
a rivalry with Magto over a girl, and the continued drought in spite of the rain dances- 
deepen Lohmay's guilt until he must make a confession of it in public. The climax 
lifts the weight from the boy's heart and proves his inner strength, but opens the way 
for change as well because the rain clouds have formed before the confession is made. 
Action keeps reader interest in a good picture of Hopi life that brings out their 
traits of non-aggression and selflessness. Illustrated by an Indian artist Fred 
Kabotie, whose drawings have originality.

WILD WINTER $2.25 


An introspective story of a winter in the Canadian wilderness, as l6-year old 
Callon bucks the family move to the city, and sticks it out in the shack to trap and 
write, instead of going along and getting himself a job. Occasionally he is overwhelmed 
by despair, but fortitude wins out, and after successive rejections of his adventure 
stories, he learns he must write out of what he really knows. Trapping brings him a 
pittance for he is touched by animals' sufferings. He struggles against his conviction 
that he must prove this on his own, without help from friends. Eventually- despite some 
stark moments- Callon wins his family's forgiveness and gets himself a job as a local 
news hand. Not ordinary run-of-the-mill, but definitely he-man adventure. Striking 
wood cuts by Victor Mays.

Jealousies and con- 
flicting ambitions are etched against a grid backdrop, and the story has mature values as

The story of four very different girls in an eastern town, who never knew each 
other before they started work at the telephone company, sensibly combines careers, ro- 
mance and personal growth. The girls are Francine who wants to go to Wellesley; Tippy a 
gay soul helping to support her family; Peggy, married to a very sick Andy; and Mary, who 
wants to make it possible to move her mother, a charwoman, away from Railroad Avenue. The 
circumstances which bring them together provide a focus for changes in their lives. Francine, 
turned down by Wellesley, finds solid satisfaction in a goal of nursing. Andy's illness 
worsens, and when he goes to the hospital, Tippy offers her apartment to Peggy. Then 
Tippy's romance with her dentist turns into the real thing and they marry, so that with 
Andy's recovery, Tippy's apartment is freed for Mary and her mother. Heartening, and on 
firmer ground than the author's former The Calico Year.
